| 8 in regard the Army of the province of Leinſter 
conſiſts of eight regiments of footẽ and 25 Troopes of 
horſſe, and that by reaſon of the defeate of the ſaid forces. and 
reſtrainte of many of the officers, the ſaid Army, regiments, 


and Troopes, are ſoe weake as they arecompured to be eſfectius 
not abeuc 4000 foote and800 horſſe, And for as much as tho 


ſaid prouince at this preſent beinge burthened with other e- 


traordinary charges is much impoueriſhed and vnable to 
beare any 2 mob e this v inter It is therefore ordered 
that the ſaid Army challconſif of 4000 foote and 800 horſſa 
at leaſt vntill the firſt of March next, at which tyme the Su- 
preame Councell shall ( if they ſee cauſe j reinforce the ſame 
vnto ſuch number as the ſaid Councell shall thinke neceſſary 
for the preſeruatis of the ſaid prouince, prouided that noe more 
Companies, Regiments, or troopes, be raiſed as a e vpon, 
that Prouince, vntill the laſt of May next, but that theſaid ould 
rroopts, and Companies, be reinforced to ſuch number , as 
the Councell shall chinke neceſſary ; And if the province be 
now charged, with any more foote or horſſe of the ſaid Army 
then the ſaid number, the Councel are by 17 of weak, 
companies together, diſcharginge of vnſeruicea es 
or Troopes, or houldinge ſuch as haue not performed theire 
Capitulations to the performance thereof, to teduce the ſaid

Charge vnto the laid number of 4000 foote and go hooſe 
ifit may be don ſoe conueniently; and in regard that ſeuerall of 
the late recruted companies haue not yet appeared in the 
field, or were muſtered ſine the ſaid misfortune, whereby it 
is yncettaine of Mat nupiber they c e 
the ſaid Companies hic did not appeere as aforeſaid or 
vhichwete not uf shall not be allowed more th 
ſotrlctiers in each 'o e Companies vntill the ſaid tyme bc 
1 and the ſaid Councell ate by muſters v. * 
viſe to c criti and Vhargned men from the 
Atmy and X 2 theire charge, ide that 
if more foote gr horſe be found effitiue in the {aid Army, that 
they shall be. provided for, to preuent the incurſions of the 
Enemy as 4 Fot | the trayneing, Exerciſinge, and kee- 
inge together the forces of this -prouince , wherby they may 
pb to defend theire Quarters, and offend the Enemy, It is 
ordered and eſtablished that the Army of the prouince shall 
de deuided into fower diuiſions or brigades, more or leſſe as 
rhe Councell shall thinke fitt conſiſting of horſſe and footo 


& for each diuiſion or Partie an officer be appointed to Co- ; 
maund the ſame in chicfe

That vnto each of the ſaid diuiſions a headquarter shall 1 
be appointed where a Competent number of the ſaid Partie, 


bock horſſe & foote shall be garrtiſſoned in ſome conuenient 
& ſecure place or ſtrait Frontinge the Enemys garriſſons. 
That to each head - quarter ſeucrall other dependent gatris- 
ſons shall be aſſigned here the reſidue of the — be 
garriſſoned & Comaunded by any officer in each garriſſon 
and where they may be ready vpon all occaſions to come 
to teleeue of reinforce the head Quarter accordinge as 
they shall be directed by the Comaunder of the ſaid diuiſion. 
That for every head quarter a certaine 1 of Sho- 
wells, ſpades, pike axes and bill hookes be aſſigned, hereby 
they may. 15 the ſame and build Cottadges for their ha- 
Nantes they shall want it, and that a certayne proportion 
of aminition for the head gartiſſons be like wiſe giuen vnto the 
Comaunder ofthe diuiſion, | 
Thata way be ſettled whereby the ſaid whole partie or bri- 
gad vpon twenty foure howers warncing may ſpeed

tome together in a boddie and whereby the Seueraltdiuifiong' 
may ioine together vpon conuenient Warneinge, by order 
from the Comaunder in chiefe of the whole Armie, or other 
viſe as the Councell shall thinke neceſſary. r. _ 

That the maintenance of the whole Armie be eaſt vp 
whereof. a proportion is to be put vpon enery County 


"Which is to be applotted & leauied monethly before hand in 


Corne, medle. and monney, or monny vholie at the lection of 
the payers, and that the proportion of each diuiſion thereof 
della out towards its maintenance, which is to be teceaued 
for them and paid according theire muſters, 

That the beſt quarters be aſſigned to thoſe whoe shall be 
put in the frontier garrjſſons and that the Corne, meale, and 


mony be (ac proportioned as that the places neate shall pay 
NS mods — the monny if it — e 


That the Chieſe officer or officers of theſe diuiſions teſ- 
pectiuelie be remoucable monethlie as the Councell or ſuch 
other authoritie as the Councell shall appointe in theirs 
abſence shall thinke firr or oftner if there be cauſe. 

That once in every month the head quarter shall be relieued 
out ofthe neer quarters if need be, 

That in the neere quarters the Companies & troopes be 
daily exerciſed and in the head quarters, as often as may be, if 
the eathet ſerue and at leaſt twice a veeke. ; 

That the muſter-maſter shall returne his muſter once per 
month vnto the councell, or ſuch as the ſaidAſſembl ie ot Coun- 
cell shall appointe, as allſo the paymaſter his payments 

Thar all & ſingulat the Captaines and Quartermaſters and 
other the Officers of the Army, shall deliuer in, a true liſt of 
theire Companies on paine of diſbandinge of the officer that 
zhall giue in a falſe liſt, 

That the ſaid muſter maſter & paymaſter take the oathes 
of theire places before thei execute the ſame. 

That the Country be required to bringe in prouiſion of hay; 
oates, and other accomodation vnto the ſaid head-quartersro 
be paid for, by the garriſlon after the rates hereaftereſtablished, 

That the Comaunder of each of the ſaid diuiſions be requi- 
ted as occaſion shall be offered to call together the ſaid diui- 
ions either to defend theite quarters, or offend the Enemy 
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 withvur expecting orders, (4), ro ſuffer the ſouldiers ot 


Troopes to extorte in theire thr n paine of the 
losse of a monthes meanes t ſatisfaction to the parties gteeued, 
iftedreſſe Complaint be not made 
That each Comaunder of a diuiſion shall haue power to 
execute ho —. Lens any ſouldiers 2 Troopes of his

dinge, Vntill the pleaſure of the Councell, or in theire abſenco 
as they or the Aſſembly shall appointe bee made knowne, 
and that each Colonell shall haue power accordinge Martiall 
diſcipline to execute Martiall lawe vpon any of his regiment 
vnder the degree of an Enſigne, deſeruinge it & the Comaunder 
in Chiefe of the artyllery is to haue power of marriall laws 


over thoſe, vnder his Commaund. 
That 5 — rhe dayly runninge away of ſouldiers from 
theire Coullours vnto other ics, where they ex 


better pay, leſſe duty, or more im any ſoul dier or t 
ſo offending chall he — — to —— 
may be found out, noe officer is to receaue any ne ſouldier ot 
trooper formerly inliſted, without a paſſe of his officer vpon 
the penalty of forfeture of a moneths pay, and that martialls 
* County, to execute ſtraglers & theeues. 

Thar the — hall appointe, make it tho 

iat charge of one of them, to ſee one of the diuifions 
provided for, to ouerſee the muſters returned, take accompte of 
the payments vnto them made, & ſettle all differences berweene 
the gatiſons, and the Quarters, and the refident Councell of this 
Prouince vpon matter of difficulty areto aſſiſt him. 

That Commiſſioners be appointed in each County to ap- 
plot, Leauy, and bi inge in, its proportion of the mayntenance 
of the Army, conſiſting of three actiue, honeſt, and vnderſtan- 
ding men, who are to ſitt conſtantly and ſerue for one Quar- 
ter of a yeare, at the expiration of which tyme others may bs 
named to ſupply their places, and to haue for each of them 
foure shillings pet diem and two shillings pet diem to theire 
Clarke, for cuery day they shall attend the execution of their 
Commiſſion, V hoe shall be enabled to determine all differences 
betweene Land-Lord and tenant and ſettle all other differen-

And wheaxeas- ſeuerall receauets and accomptants haue 
bene often ſummonned, to paſſe theire accompts before the 
late Commiſſioners of the Reuenue, as alſo befote the Comy 
15 miſſioners Generall of each Prouince, which receauours haue 
1 hitherto neglected to obey the ſaid Summons, notwithſtan- 
dinge ſeucrall compulſarys iſſued to compell them therevnto, 


9 Itis therefore ordered, that vpon default of any receuer or 0 
'Þ ColleQor, hauing notice of this out order,which shall neglect G 
4 paſſinge of his ſaid accompte within one month afrer notice 
| proued thereof by the meſlenger ofthe Supreame, Councell, 
| orwhoumethe Aſſembly or they shall appointe in the ſaid pro- 
uince, wherein he is or shall be receaucr , Collector or ac- 
comptant shall remayne charged for the ſumme , for which 
he shall ſo neglect to accompt, and the ſame shall be deemed, 
reputed,and ene his one proper debt, and that the ſame 
thall be aſſigned vnto the Armies, or any of the m, or diſpoſed to 
the publicke vſe as the Councell shall thinke fitt.

Purſuiants or diſtreſſe compell payments, and by appoynt- 
tinge good Collectors and glueing t unable, allow- 
— war ei ſeruice, get in the publicke dues, and contribu- 
tions and that ſouldiers put upon delinquents shall take noe 
more but their pay according the eſtablishment and haue noe 
pther pay whilſt they are vpon delinquents, and ypon paine 
f the loſſe ofa months meanes, the officer and ſouldiers put 
ypon delinquents are not to ceſſe in his through- fare ypon

That for the Field ſeruice when the Army shall be called 
into one intire boddy the contributions of tack County, shall 
be brought monethly before hand tothe Generall receipte ot 
he prouince, or to the pay - Maſter in the Field, as the Coun- 
ell or whome they shall appointe shall directe. 

that the pay-maſters intertaĩmẽt be out of the pay of the ſoilder. 
That a courſe be taken whereby thoſe places which ate fitt to 
be gatriſoned may not the next yeare bee deſtituted of forrage, 
dr prouiſion, and that places be in due tyme fixed vpon by the 
Councell, and Magazines there pro uided out of tieth Corne. 
That the quarters be ſett out for any diuiſion or Gartiſſon fo 


Ads they may not be appropriated thereũto, but that the Councell 


or thoſe intruſted by them in theite abſence from the Prouince 
may change them , and ſett out Quarters according deſert. 

It is orderedandEſtablished that foureteene pence in money 
and g. quartes of meale shall he a weekes pay for a foote ſoul- 

dier, or two shillings ſix pence in money at the election cf 
the payers, and foute $hillings in money a hoope of oates and 
8. ſtones 3. quarters of hay, or ſttawe fora Troopers pay per 
weeke being 20. pound pet night or ſeauen chillings in money 
at the election of the Payet in lieu of his pay & other demaunds 
in his Quarter beſides lodging and ſtabling. 
That euery officer shall haue care to cauſe his Troupers and 
ſouldiers to keepe theire Armes cleane and fixed, and for euety 
vnfixed Muskerr, the ſouldier to be checked with two pence 
euery Muster, and for cuery vnfixed piſtoll the Trooper to 
be checked foure pence per Muſter , euery ſouldire wantinge 
« {word shall be checked one penny per Muſter Which — 
are to be depoſited to buyehima fwoord & cucry Trooper wan

It is ordered that of fuchLands prerEded to be waſte as are gra- 
zcd by the — — by connivence or allo w- 
Ance of the proptietor, the Country Charges shall be anſwe- 
red by 5 — — he findes not out the treſpaſlers to dis- 


It is ordered that all manner of Country charges shall be an- 
ſwered by bullerr, ceſſe, through Tare quartering,and leauies of 
lands, and putt in an accompt on the proprietor it he — the 
fame vaſte, and refuſeth to ſett the land for cuntrie C 

It is ordered that where conſiderable fallow is made in A. 
uerse parts of pretended waſte and ſo the gtaſſe eaten by tho 
— wah in all the parcells ſo ploughed, & the proprietor 
notwithſtanding vill not hould, ot beare more t hen as ſmall 
parcell, as twenty or thirty akers, and That the proprietors 
hall anſwer for the whole land, full Country charges and that, 
che ſame thall be enquired of, by lury of the proper ora diacent 
batrony, the lury to be vnintreſted perſons And the Commiſſi- 
onett of the Army in the reipectiue Counties are to iſſue pre- 
cepts ynto the Sheiriffs for impanellinge a lury in ckis behalfe.
